Hi Aubrey, 

Those commands actually are included in the SASM for compatibility with 
Parallax's SX-Key environment. They were added later on in the cycle, which 
probably is why they aren't in SASM's documentation. We will make sure that 
the macro instructions are covered in the SASM docs. 

The reason they aren't in our docs is that they are macros for the assembler, 
and not native to the SX itself. 

SNC means skip if no carry. 

CJB means compare and jump if below.
